It is applied unceasingly to 
states until it is now Insisted that the 
general government must tax and 
manage all corporations, must oversee 
nsurance and trust: companies and 
must either own the railroads or dlc- 
ate to their owners the-minutest de- 
ails of their business.

Fortifying Vladivostok. 


Tokyo, April 14.—The Russians art 


continually reinforcing the garrison at 
Vladivostok and the work of strength- 
ening the fortress is progressing con 
stantly. It is said that the plans oi 
the Russians contemplate a garrison 
numbering 100,00 mem, with 500 guns, 
Many additional batteries, redoubts 
barriers and pits are in course of con 
struction, and enormous stares of am 
munition are being accumulated. The 
Russians hope to so equip the fortres 
that it will be capable of withstanding 
a siege.

Taft discussed with Attorney General 
Moody the subject of the employment 
«t contract labor on the isthmian 
canal. During the course of conversa- 
tion the attorney general, who recent- 
ly conducted the peonage cases in the 
Mpreme court, advised Secretary Taft 
that great care should be exercised in 
drawing the contracts for Chinese and 
Japaaese labor to see that there is no 
ttslatlon of the thirteenth amendment 
•stretary Taft will prepare a l*tt»r to 
the Isthmian canal commission direct- 
tag that all such contracts b* submit- 
ted to the attorney general before 
halng approved. It is desirable to 
avoid anything like Involuntary servi- 
tude or slavery for debt, which would 
he in violation of the constitution.

At th* JefFers«n Banquet at Chicago. 


What He Said. 


Chicago, April 14.—William J. Bry- 


an, G««rge Fred Williams of Massa- 
chusetts, Mayor Dunne of Chicago and 
Mayor Johnson of Cleveland were 
among the orators at the banquet held 
at the Sherman House in commemora- 
tion of the birthday of Thomas Jeffer- 
son. All of the speakers in their dis- 
courses referred to and indorsed mu- 
nicipal ownership. Mr. Bryan's theme 
was "Thomas Jefferson," and he said: 


"Jefferson was so much a lover of 


peace and so ardent an advocate of it 
that he has been accused of lacking 
physical courage. Commenting on the 
subject 
of 
acquiring territory 
by 


the subject of acquiring tarrltory by 
conquest, now favored by an influen- 
tial portion of our countrymen, he 
said: 'If there be one principle more 
deeply rooted than another in the 
mind of every American, It Is that we 
should have nothing to do with con- 
quest;' and at another time he said: 
'Conquest Is not In our principles; It 
Is Inconsistent with our government.' 
On the subject of taxation ke over 
insisted up its Hmitatioa tc th* actual 
needs of government and upon its 
equitable distribution. lie Is on rec- 
ord in favor of the arbitration of dis- 
putes botween nations, and no one 
who Is familiar with his writings can 
doubt that he would favor arbitration 
today of disputes between labor and 
capital; and his views upon the en- 
croachments of the judiciary and the 
value of trial by jury made It certain 
that he would. If living, oppose what 
we know as government by Injunction. 
No one can Imagine Jefferson as toler- 
ating the impudent claim of the rail- 


road magnates that they have a right 
to determine arbitrarily and without 
appeal tha rate to be charged for the 
transportation 
of 
passengers 
or 


freight 


"There are arguments niade by him 


which are now being used by the ad- 
vocates of monopoly to defeat the ap- 
plication to modern problems of the 
principles enunciated by him. 'Legis- 
late as little as possible and leave the 
rest-to the energies of a free people,' 
said Jefferson, ind the benoftciariesW 
monopoly now invoke this sentiment 
against retraining legislation. It is 
a mockery of Jefferson to first violate 
his injunction by the granting of spe- 
cial rights and privileges to a favored 
few, and then attempt to use his words 
in opposition to restraining legislation. 
Another Jeffersonian doctrine which 
is being misinterpreted today is his 
protest against paternalism. He fa- 
vored the encouragement of individual
